Government's attempt to estab- 
lish a rational basis for the allot- 
ment of priorities to the wives and 
families of Hong Kong. residents 
clamouring for early re-union is, 
in principle, to be commended. As 
far as it is possible to judge from 
here, the Colonial Office has made 
a poorish job of it, and the trans- 
fer to this end of final respon- 
sibility should eliminate some of 
the complaints. This, nevertheless, 
is the first intimation of an official 
decision to award priotitics by tak- 
ing the total length of separation 
over the last seven years as the 
sole criterion: and a good many 
husbands have received a rude 
shock. At first glance, it would 
appear that no scheme which could 
essentially fairer 
could have been devised, Indeed, 
it mects the situation covering 
eighty per cent. of the applicants 
admirably, In any quest for a 
yardstick by which to choose be- 
tween one. family and another, 
some such method of computing 
priority of claim would have had 
to be devised had it not been 
readily available. But no system 
is perfect, and no such claim can 
bc made for this. In fact, the pro~ 
cess of ignoring all other con- 
siderations which normally would 
be permitted ¢o enter automatical- 
ly creates serious anomalies in a 
number of cases. The solution of 
the problem offered could only 
emerge by over-simplification of 
the issues involved, and while we 
hesitate to urge any modification 
which might promote possibilities 
for string-pulling, we think Gov- 
ernment should be ready to enter- 
tain representations by husbands 
who can show special | circum- 
stances. Under the plan, as now 
announced, women who have 
never been in Hong Kong before 
in their lives and whose last period 
of separation from their husbands 
is-no‘larger than fifty or sixty 
days will be given passage before 
families whose permanent home 
is, and always has been, in Hong 
Kong. Of course, the real solu- 
tion lies not in a request that Gov- 
ernment go into the merits of each 
individual case, which is obviously 
impossible, but in the exertion’ of 
the ‘strongest pressure on the 
Colonial Office to take its task 
seriously, The way it is apparent- 
ly proposed to deal with it makes 
the problem. look formidable. 
There is no reason why it should 
be. The etaterrent that “these 
passengers are likely to be brought 
forward gradually and in small 
numbers” has an eminous and pro- 
voking sound, especially when 


considered from the angle that: if, 


the Home Government made up 
its mind to ‘provide one ship to 
bring the whole of the 700 appli- 
eants to Hong Kong at one and 
the sime time, it could do so.

U started on the night of. May 
10, 1941. Thero was an oir 
raid on, and a bad one. The 
pounding of London was going 
on remorselessly, and I had 
stayed late at the office to deal 
with the problems which it 
might bring. I was expecting 
to spend the night there on my 
camp bed, and was hoping that 
my office would not be hombed 
as it had already been onee. 

I would not say T wus exactly

A Tonic Needed 

The British public needed a 
tonic of good news as never be-

[ sol the censor J could not 
allow the story to be passed. 
Under our rules I had to hold 
reports of German _ aircraft 
crashes at night until the Air

At tho same time they were al- 
lowed to say that he wos talking 
freely and to make vague genecrall- 
sations about his revelations of o 
character likely to disquict the 
enemy. .

It rattled the Germans ond Iced 
them from  contradictlan to con- 
tradiction. 

And it left the world with the 
impression that Hess had given 
up Germany's cause as lost and 
wanted Britain to acecpt peace on 
easy terms—which she was strong 
enough not even to consider, 

Only years loter did it come out 
that Hess's “peace terms” were 
extremely tough and were accom~ 
panied by feroclous threats of 
what Germany would do to Bri- 
tain if they were not aceepted! 

I can just imagine how eagerly 
the Germons read the British 
newspapers—which they obtained 
through neutral countrics—to find 
something which would give thom 
a clue to the best line to follow 
in their explanations of the Hess 
affair, . 

Indecd, throughout the war the 
British Press had no more pains- 
taking readers than the Germans. 
It wag from British newspapers 
(often very small ones) that the 
late Willlam ' Joyco—Lord Haw- 
Haw—gained those odd items, 
such og. the fact that Mudford

The Inferences 
Some’ cases of what the enemy 
could Icarn from our Press were 
obvious.

could ‘be drawn were far from 
obvious, and were sometimes seen 
by neither the journalist who 
wrote an article’ nor the censor 
who passed it, ¢ .

time factory regulations they 
might learn that this former farm-

Therefore editors were asked 
to submit to censorship reports of

The airmen, who had been 
held since Aug. 9, were released 
a few hours before the Ameri- 
cun note was delivered in Bel- 
grade. The note hed given 
Yugo-Slavia 48 houra to Tree 
the men before taking tho dis- 
pute to the Security Council. 

The Belgrade Radio ndded 
that Yugo-Slavia had given the 
American authorities permis- 
sion to recover the wreckage of 
the second plane which crashed 
on Aug, 19. 

Blackmail 

Yugo-Slavia’s complaint 
against the United States was 
contnined in a note to Dr. Try- 
gzve = Lie, United Nations 
Secretary-Genernl, asking him 
him to place on the agenda the 
“unjustifiable retention of 
Yugo-Slav Danube ships by the 
American occupation  authori- 
ties.” 

The ships, according to the 
Moscow Radio, are six pansen- 
ger stenmers, 16 tugs, 18 tan- 
kers and 119 barges, as well as 
seven pontoons, a crane and 
four other ships. They are 
described as “Yugo-Slav proper- 
ty present on the upper reaches 
of the Danube in the American 
occupation zones of Austria and 
Germany.” —- - 

The Belgrade newspaper Glas 
today quoted an alleged state- 
ment by “responsible American 
quarters” that the ships would 
anly be returned if Yugo-Slavia 
supported the American plan 
for fnternationalising the 
Danube. The paper called this 
“political machination and un- 
precedented blactcamail.” 

Sense Of Outrage 

While . Washington — circles 
were calling for the release of 
United States airmen and re- 
ported instructions from Mar- 
shal Tito against further shoot- 
ing on foreign planes, the New 
York correspondent of the 
London paper, Evening News, 
said today dinlomatic —circ)os 
forecast that President Truman 
“will not be satisfied with any- 
thing less than a full apology 
and heavy compensation.” 

The Paris Radical newspaper, 
D'Auore, said that the Washing- 
ton success “strikes o hard blow 
.at the Soviet claim to tho 
Mediterranean and Dardanel- 
les.” 

In Washington, Mr. Robert 
Patterson, Secretary for.

Fall Story 

The full story’ of the forced 
landing of the United States 
plane brought down on Yugo- 
Slav soil on Aug. 0 was given 
in Trieste today by its Hun- 
garinn passengers, who were.

Everyone thought the plane 
was about to land at Udine, the 
next scheduled stop. 

The plane started to descend, 
but after several minutes the 
Hungarians saw a strange plane 
on one side and two on the 
other. 

Twice they heard an unusual 
noise, which, as they reallaed 
Jater, were bursts of machine- 
gun firing. 

Turk Wounded 

An American lieutenant then 
told the passengers to fasten on 
their parachutes. At that 
moment, a Turkish passenger 
sereamed and fell bleeding pro- 
fusely on the floor of the plane. 
The passengers all lay flat on 
the floor and finally the plano 
made'a “masterly” forced land- 
ing, the Hungarians said, 

After tho landing, the pasSen- 
gers and crew got clear of the 
plane, and the Americans gave: 
firat aid to the wounded Tur- 
kish passenger. . 

While the party waited near 
the plane, a Yugo-Slav fighter 
circled repeatedly overhead but 
did not shoot. oe 

Well Treated 

Soon Yugo-Slav officers and 
soldiers came up and the wound- 
ed Turk was removed by am- 
bilance, ‘The remaining ,pas- 
sengars and crew were taken in 
an army: lorry to Ljubljana, 
where they were given food and 
weehing facilities in an officers’ 
mess, The. Yugo-Slav officers 
were most polite. . 

During theerest of their stay 
*they were kept in the same 
house on an upper floor, and 
allowed to go only on the roof. 
The Yugo-Slav gave them good 
food and treated them well, and 
-thoy spent. some of their time 
playing chess and table tennis. 


When the passengers asked |, 


why they were kept {mprisoned, 
the Yugo-Slava answered that 
it did not depend on them, but 
they had ordera “from the top”.
